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BY-LAWS 
of the 
| NATIONAL UTAH TOKEN SOCIETY 


ARTICLE 1 - MEMBERSHIP 


l. Any person of good character, 1@ years of age or mote, and 

interested in the objacts of this organisation, and recommended by 
at least one member of tha soclaty in good standing, and subject 
to approval as hereinafter provided, may become 4 member of this 
Society. 
2. Any person of good character, under 1A yencts of age, and 
interested in thn objects or pursuits of this organization, upon 
application therefor, ancl racommanded hy at lanst one member of the 
Society in gqond= standing, and nubjacet to tha approval 48 
hereinafter proviced, AND with proper parantal guaranteen As to 
performance of eontrachiual ebliqationn, and adherence to thase Ay- 
laws, may become a Junior Mamber o€ this Sociaty. 


3. Any person who has rendere:| onutatanding service in the fleld 
of Exonumin, oc in any of ita branchas, OF whose interest or 
patronnge has bren of outstanding advantage or service, or whose 
talents, contributions, or endenvorn, naither artistically, or 
scientifically, merit spacial reenqnition, may ha nominated by the 
Governing Bonrd for and, by unanimous approval of the member's 
present at any regular meating, be declared an henerary mamber cf 
this Society. : 


. 4. The President and Ceverning Roard have the dircretion to 
‘establish the procerduran and sat Corth the requirements (for 
membership to this sociaty. 


5. Notice to members againgt whem any complaint is received shall 
be given at least FIVF (5) days notice prior to tha tima of 
connideration of any such complaint by the Governing Noacd of this 
Society and the member shall be entitled to appear and state his 
position in tha mattnr to the Noverning Board, sitting “As an 
investigating body. Attar thornuygh axamination of the facts and, 
if In the opinion of a majority of the Governing Ronard, the action 
of the momber complained of in such ad to warrant the expulsion or 
removal of cueh membor from the Sariety, the Govarning Doard shall 
raview a brief summary of the matter in fnetual form and detoarmine 
whether romoval or expulsion of such individual mamber shall be 
had. 


Proceedings in such matters shall he had on such rensonable 
notice, but not less than TEN (10) days in any case, as may be 
prescribad by the Governing Noard at its discretion, and the time 
and place shall tba such as to permit the mambec concerned to have 
raasonnable opportunity to pranrent enelh facts or argument or other 
statements an lin may denice and tha Governing Board may adjourn 
any aueh hearing to further the attendance of the member concarned, 
his representative(s), witnoss, or counsel. | 














A, Any parnon of good charncter, If yearn of age or more, who has 
heen a mamber of this society in good standing for at least one 
yeac, and subject to approval as dencribad harentter, may bacome 
a life member of this society. 


7. Upon complation of thelr torm of of fica, past presidents shall 
receive the honorary title of Life member. This shall be a 
membership in name only and such members shall be subject to the 
requirements of Acticle III of these Dy-Llaws. 


ARTICLE II =- OUTIES OF OFFICERS 


1. The PRESIDENT shall preside at all meetings of the Society and 
of the Governing Board, and it shall be his duty to preserve order 


at these moetings. tie shall appoint ajl such Committees, either 
standing or otherwina, as may ba necessary or provided for in 
Connection with Society activities. He shall approve all 


expenditures, antl counteenign all ‘inburnement orders or checks, 
and shall ba ex-officio, a member of all committees, and he shall 
supervise and coordinate tha work of all special committies, and 
ganerally suparvise the affairs of the Society, in accordance with 
the provinions of the articles of Incorporation, these By-laws, 
and the policias promuigated by tie Governing Board. 
, ve 
2. The VICE-OPEsSTpelT ehall perform any oe all duties of the 
President in the latter's absence, or when called upon by the 
President to do so. Ile will head up the Flaction Committaa and 
will appoint two (2) other committer membern from the Society's 
membarship. 


+. The SECRETARY anhalt keep a racord of tha proceedings of the 
Society aml of the Governing Hoard tna minute hook to be provided 
for such purpona. ite shal) carry on all correspondence and pecform 
such other duties as may ba ansigned by the Society and its 
Governing Doned. Tha Secretary will be charged with the 
responsibility for the minutes for tha present year and the minutes 
of years previous shall be held for a period of at least seven 
years in cnsa nf audit. ; 


A. The ‘TREASURER shall reeeiva all monten paid inte the Soclaty, 
and handle or deposit the some in such manner or In such depositary 
as may be desiqnated by the Governing foard. ile shall pay all 
bills and accounts of the Society, an and when ordered or 
suthorized by the Governing Ooned, the Society, or the President 
acting within the scope of Ils nuthority, oll of which shall he 
approved by the President or Vice-President, and to siqn all checks 
or‘orders for tha payment of the Society'n funda, and he nhall keep 
An accurate record of all receipts and expenditures, togethor with 
such supporting cata or vouchern an may ha required and shall 
furnish such statements of the financial position of the Society 
upon all necensary, convenient, of stated periodn and he shall 
submit all recocds to the Governing Noacd, or a committee thereof, 








for an annual audit. A summary of all checks paid out during the 
current month shall be givan to tha foned at itn regular meeting, 
along with a summary of the bank balance for the current and 
previous months, and the Treasurer, at the time of this report, 
shall answer any questions concerning the financial position of 
the organization. ALL checkn ara to be co-siqnad by tha President, 
the Treasurer, or a third member of the Governing OSoard. 


5. The WAGONMASTER(S) shall be in charge of planning, organizing, 
and safety of all fleld trips and shall lead such trips, or appoint 
a substitute who js familiar with his plans to lead the trips in 
his necessary absenca. The Waqonmanter also is in charge of 
locating and purchasing or otherwise obtaining items for the 
Sociaty's monthly ratlle. 


4. The EDITOR Ls responsible tor publication at the Tekan Kuntar: 
tha monthly newsletter of the Soviety. The Editor is ilu echardqa of 
organization, jeneral content, printing, mailing and distribution 
of the newsletter as approved by the Governing Board. 


7. The immedinte past presicank shall be current yeac Token & 
Colin Show chariman, by honornry udocroaa. 


@:. The past president, with Cie apprevai oF the prasidenst and tha 
governing board, shall appoint from the mambership such comtfittees 
as may be necessary for tha Coln & Tokan Show. 


9. All officers at the time of theic installation shall taka a 
proper oath of aff irination, to be anproverd or prescribed hy the 
Governing oar, which oath, among othar things, shalt provide that 
nll property of thn Society belenging to ee shall be ‘Iniivernad up 
to any successor or successors of any such office or officer. 


10. The GOVERNING BOARD of thin Society shall consist of tha 
above-named officers with the Past Presirient as an ex-officio 
member.

to the future, approval of any program that may 
deplete funds, sat guidelinos that will help the 
current President and Board. 


In the cane of a vacancy in any office batween annual mectings 
arising from any cause, the Prasidant may, with the approval of 
a majority of the Governing Noeacd, appoint from among the 
membership an individual to complete such tnexpirced portion of the 
term remaining: provided, however, that J€ the vacancy exists in 
the office of the President, the Vicer-Fresident shall tecome 
President, and the vacancy tham arising shall be tilled as provided 
hereinabove. 
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ARTICLE III = DUES 


1. Every regular mambor, individual oc family, shall pay dues, 
beginning on the first day of January of each yearr. Dues shall be 
set by the Prenident and Governing Nonard for each year. Junior 
members are not required to pay ‘ues. 


2. Determining factors for artting dues will be Token tivnter 
cost, rent, or other outstanding bills of the sociaty. 


J. Ques will not be sot to gain profit. 


4. ‘Wonornry members, 18 such, shall not be requirad to pay dues 
or other assessments. 


S. Any member who is onesquarter of 7 yrar in arrears with dues 
shall bea dropped from the membership lise. inpan payment af the 
dues, any member may he reinstatet as a mambec in good standing, 
unless theretofora expolled, or removed hy the Noard. 


6. Every momber applying for lita membership shall at tha time 
of his application Cor Lifa membership pay a ona time fee 
equivalent to the amount of CiCtern (15) times the current regular 
annual dues at the time of payment. ee 


ARTICLE IV - PROFIT = ASSETS 


l. It in the Intent of the National ttah Token Society to be a 
non-profit, voluntary ardqantziat lon. 


qi No part of the net earningn, If any, of the corporation shall 
inure to the benefit of any membor, nfficer, Board member, or to 
any private individual. 


3. Any part of the profits that may accrue shall not benefit any 
member, officer, Bonrd member, or any private individual. 


4. Upon tha disnolution of flr corperation, tha asnets of the 
corporation shall be dintributed to charitable arganizationn which 
would qualify under tho provinionn of Sections 501(c)(3) and 
170(b) (1) of the [Internal Ravenue Coun. 


5S. Auctions or special proqrama may he held to raitsa funds. All 
profits rhall go to tha organization or program tha event wan held 


for. Individuals in oc out of the club shall not benefit 
personally. 
6. If and when the €inaness af the Society permit, and with the 


approval of the President waned Phe Roverning Board, a Token & Coin 
Show may ba held by tha Society, and rules govarning such Show 
shall be set by the Governing Boar. 





ARTICLE V = ELECTIONS 


ae In September of each year, the Vice-President shall, as 
Chairman of the Elaction Committee, appoint two (2) members to such 


committee from the general membership. 


2. The Committee shall present a slate of officers at the regular 
October merting and nominationn shall further be opened to ragular 
members from the floor. Parmission to nominate shall be secured 
before profontation, 


3. Voting shall be by written ballet at the tovembar macting or 
by written ballot mailed to cach mamber in qood standing by the 
Oth of Hovember. Theor hoallots nhall be raturned to the Elaction 
Committee by Vecember 14th at the latest. 


4. Ench individual shall have one vate. na family membernhip, 
each individual over tha age of 18 shall have one vote. Junior 
members are non-voting members. 


S. Installation of new officers shall bn by the President at the 
regular December meeting and the new officers will begin serving 
es of January i of each year. 


ARTICLE VI =- MEETINGS 


1. Regulac mentingsr of the Seociaty shall he held at such times 
and nt such places as may ba sat by tha President and Governing 
Board. 


2. Spacial meatinys of the Society for any purpora may be called, 
upon due notice to members, by the President, or in his absence by 
the Vice-President. 


ARTICLE VII =- COURTESY 


1. When any member is searching an crea on Cield trips and Cinds 
something of interest or value, that member has tha right to 
continue the search alone unless he/she specifics otherwise. Other 
members should give him/her at least a 15 ft. circle from the 
original find as common courtesy, until he/she states that this 


area is open to all mambers anil that ha/sho is through searching 


the area or wants to share it with other members. 


This By-law should be upheld by all members except when two 
or members, or the entire club, have made prior arrangements to 
seacch an area as a tanm or group. itn this case, a decision as to 
what shall ha ‘ione with racoverced acticies should bo made before 
the search is bayun. 




















2. Whenever the gender designation ot “he” or “him® has been 
used, it in expected that thin applies equally to the Society's 
female members, and the male designation was used for purposes of 
siaplification. 


ARTICLE VIIL = AMENDMENTS 


These By-laws may ba amended by a two thirds (2/3) vote of the 
members constituting a quorum prenent at any reaulac, or annual, 
or special meeting of the Socinty, providing that at least (10) 
days prior a written notica an to the nature or kind of amendments 
proposed to be ndopted or acted upon han heen previously delivered 
personally or throtgh the maiia with First Classe postage prepaid 
to each member in good standing and entitied to vota thereon.
